ill-cleared, and overgrown with rubbish, On what principles 


would it be fair for neighbouring landowners to judge whether 
any gain worth speaking of had been achieved in conse- 
quence of this amalgamation of several estates into one, and 
of subjecting them all to the same supervision and manage- 
ment? Would they expect at the close of one or two 
seasons, a perfect assimilation of that which had been, time 
out of mind, the worst cultivated land in the district, to that 
which had been the best? Would they feel justified in de- 
claring the experiment to have failed, because, after so brief a 
period of trial, they might be able to point out in the former, 
extensive swamps not yet subdued, acres of good soil still 
overrun with weeds, and not a few appearances of disorder 
which no effort had yet succeeded in removing’? If they 
should find that, on the whole, the crops raised from that por- 
tion of the estate were somewhat better both as to quantity and 
quality

resorted to—rough means it may be—to clear the soil of weeds— 
would they not deem themselves bound in justice, if not to 
acknowledge the propriety of the change, at least to forbear 
publishing to the whole world a hasty but decided condemna- 
tion of it? 

We think the state of Southern Italy should be looked at in 
some such spirit of reasonable allowance as, in the foregoing 
illustration, most men would assume to be indispensable to a 
fair judgment. The first and most necessary step to be taken 
is to withdraw the whole question at issue from within the 
range of party politics, It is certain that materials enough 
can be obtained to give plausibility to a foregone conclusion, 
on which side soever that conclusion may lie. But it is not 
the habit of educated Englishmen (or we have flattered our- 
selves into an unfounded belief) to confound the judicial func- 
tions with those of the advocate, nor to accept ex parte state- 
ments as a safe and sufficiently broad basis on which to rest a 
momentous decision. They can witness with as keen a zest as 
most men an intellectual .conflict, whether in Parliament or 
elsewhere. They know as well as most how to appreciate a 
brilliant hit, a happy retort, an adroit evasion, a polished 
sarcasm, or a powerful appeal, But, after all, when required 
to come to a practical judgment in a_ controverted 
case they are wont to set aside all merely rhetorical 
garniture as calculated to mislead, to marshal all the 
known facts, to compare them one with another, and by the

them to place implicit confidence, ‘to ascertain, not what they 
would wish to be the state of the case, but what it actually is, 
This is the temper in which we fancy they will be disposed to look 
at the present condition of Southern Italy, and upon the bearing 
which that condition may be supposed to have upon the experi- 
ment of Italian unity and freedom, Their instincts are too sober 
and too powerfully operative to admit of their being led far astray 
by the recent debate on this subject in the House of Commons ; 
and, when they have read all that has been said on both sides 
of the question, we are pretty sure they will feel that’a judg- 
ment unfavourable to a single and undivided kingdom of Italy, 
even were it sustained by a present preponderance of evidence, 
must of necessity be premature. 

Two or three facts stand out of the mass with considerable, 
and, as it appears to us, with significant prominence. The fore- 
most of these is the increase of trade, not in Italy merely, 
regarded as a whole, but in what once constituted the kingdom 
of the Two Sicilies, It is calculated upon authentic data that 
the trade of Naples with the rest of the world has increased 
fivefold, and still makes progress, True, the latest return of 
the Board of Trade shows an immediate diminution of her 
commerce with England in 1862, as compared with 1861. 
But any one conversant with the peculiar circumstances 
which affected British trade last year will find an 
obvious explanation in the fact, without reference to 
the political disquiet of Naples And this increased 
activity of trade, not an unimportant item in Jitself and 
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for its own sake, is indicative of ameliorations of far 
more vital moment, It shows elasticity in the spirit of the people. 
Greater enterprise proves greater confidence. The weight of 
misgovernment would seem to have been so far eased under the 
sway of Victor Emmanuel as to give freer play than before to 
the industrial energies of the people. So far we are warranted 
in drawing the inference that, even in Southern Italy, the 
changes which have taken place have ministered to, rather than 
abated from, the development and fulness of national life. 
Then, again, it is incontestable that, within the last two years, 
public works of a highly useful and even remunerative 
character have not only been planned but are in actual process 
of construction, Schools, both elementary and of the higher 
kind, have been opened for the instruction of the people in every 
district. The lazzaroni have, for the time being at least, all 
but disappeared, The swarms of beggars which once tormented 
every stranger are dispersed ; and the camérre, a secret society 
of ancient standing, which preyed upon the fears of the timid 
and levied black mail upon almost all classes who had anything 
to lose, has been vigorously grappled with and substantially 
broken up. 

The case, however, has its darker side, and the Government 
of the Kingdom of Italy must be debited with facts that 
its best friends lament, as well as credited with those which 
they can cite with satisfaction, It cannot be denied that the 
gacls in Southern Italy are overcrowded with prisoners—that 
little cr no distinction is ordinarily made between those who 
are confined for criminal and those for political offences—that 
beth classes of prisoners are detained an unreasonably pro- 
tracted period before being brought to trial—that brigandage 
is rife in most parts of the Neapolitan territory—that terrible 
severities have occasionally been inflicted by the military— 
that the burden of taxation is heavier than it used to be—that 
arbitrary arrests are frequently made, and that the freedom 
of the press is sometimes violated, Such evils, however they 
may be explained, cannot be made light of. They show astate 
of society which, if there were any reason to believe would 
become normal and permanent, might be regarded by many as 
balancing all the advantages accruing to Naples from her 
change of rulers. Indeed, it could not exist for long without 
bringing utter discredit on the Italian Government, nor without 
expoting to more serious danger than any through which they 
have hitherto had to pass the unity, independence, and freedom 
of Italy. 

That we may not judge unfairly we have to keep steadily in 
view three or four considerations which somewhat alter the 
aspect of the case, Several of the grievances of which we 
have made mention are, if we may be permitted so to charac- 
terise them, aboriginal, They did not come in with the new 
régime, They are not the offspring of the revolution, Un- 
happily, they ae but aggravations of ingrained habits, and 
they draw their vitality and strength rather from a foregoing 
syetem of public administration than from causes imported 
into the province by a new dynasty. It must be conceded, 
moreover, that the times are exceptional. The Government of 
the kingdom of Italy has not yet been wholly at liberty to 
bring to completion the internal reforms which it admits to be 
needed, It has been partly diverted by the national anxiety to 
obtain possession of Rome and Venetia, It has been busy in 
organising an army and a navy. It has had to encounter 
hot party contentions, The Bourbon system left a host of 
corrupt, selfish, and intriguing officials on its hands, Its dif- 
ficulties have been countless in number, and quite abnormal 
in kind, And, then, it has to be remembered that, even if 
the ills of which the Neapolitans complain differ little in their 
pressure from those under which they groaned before Garibaldi” 
effected their deliverance, there is at least this difference with 
regard to the light in which they are viewed by authority—that 
under the old dynasty they flourished beneath administrative 
sanctions, whilst under the new they are marked for extirpation 
as early as possible, 

All these things being fairly taken into account, we see no 
sufficient reason for concluding that the unity of Italy cannot 
prove lasting, or that the south is incapable of amalgamation 
with the north, If it really be so, much more convincing 
proof of the fact than any wiich has yet appeared will be 
required to satisfy candid minds, Hitherto, the balance of 
evidence inclines the other way. The wonder is, not that so 
much still remains to be done, but that in the face of so 
many obstacles any progress whatever in the right direction 
has been effected, We know not that a little adverse 
criticism will be injurious in its influence upon the Italian 
Government, but we do think that they who labour to dis- 
bearten it in this its time of trial act unwisely and unkindly, 
The British people, we are confident, will not be guilty of that 
wrong. They are too well aware of the innumerable perils 
which invariably threaten the youthful days of national 
freedom to add to their number by sinister forebodings. They 
bear in mind the experience of their own forefathers, and would 
rather cheer than discourage a sister nation in her struggle to 
extricate herself from the effects of centuries of division and 
misrule, We trust they will yet have the gratification to witness 
the Government of Italy surmounting its worst difficulties, and, 
ty the consolidation and improvement of the liberties of its 
subjects, preparing the way for the full realisation of their 
hepes—an undivided and unmutilated Italian kingdom, free in 
its institutions, independent in its policy, and having Rome as 
its capital,

THE POLISH INSURRECTION, 


The news from Poland is generally unfavourable to the Poles. Tho 
operations in the field for the past week, as far as they can be made 
out from the telegrams, have been as follows:—QOa the Sth the 
insurgent chief Bonitza, with 800 men, attacked the Russian infantry 
near Milzyrzecz, but was defeated and taken prisoner. A sanguinary 
battle was fought on the 6th at Tepely, in the palatinate of Sandomir, 
between the Russians, 3500 strong, and the insurgents, under General 
Jezioranski, in which the Russians lost 400 killed and wounded, and 
the Poles 100. The Russians retreated to Tomaszow. During the 
two previous days there had been partial encounters at Lami and 
Zamek, the Russians manceuvring to surround the Poles, bat they 
were forced to a general engagement by Jezioranski, and beaten.

THE BEGUM OF BHOPAL, 
(From a Correspondent.) 

Her Highness the Begum of Bhopal, K.8.L., 
is the only lady member of the Order of 
the Star of India, except of course her Majesty 
the Queen. The Portrait was taken of her in 
a.dress worn on pubiic occasions. It gives her 
@ very pleasing and natural expression. The 
two men sitting with her are her Ministers. 
The one on the right, in the white dress, is Kian 
Ram, the Under Minister, and a Hindoo; and 
the one on the left is Jumal-oo- Deen, the Prime 
Minister, and a Mussulman. The view of 
Bhopal is taken from the south side of the lake. 
On the occasion of the Agent of the Governor- 
General’s durbar at Bhopal, Nov. 1, 1862, the 
first annive: of the installation of the 
Knights of the Order of the Star of India, the 
Begum gave a series of magnificent entertain- 
ments, which lasted nine days. 

It will suffice here to mention that the town 
of Bhopal is in Central India, between Saugor 
and Indore, on the Bombay road, and nearly 
equidistant from both places about 109 miles. 
It is a large fortified town, surrounded by 
a high loopholed wall. The town is built 
on a low hill between two tanks, one of 
which is about two miles. long and a quar- 
ter of a mile wide, the other about five miles 
long and one mile wide. The palaces of the 
Begum and of her principal nobles overlook the 
larger tank. The town is rel | clean and well 
kept, and the streets are lighted with oil-lamps 
after dark, and in this Bhopal contrasts 
very favourably with most native towns, which 
are generally filthily dirty and never lighted. 
The: population is chiefly Mussulman; but a 
great number of Hindoos live in the town and 


are treated in all respects as well as the Mussul- 
mans. The present ruler of the Bh State, 
her Highness the Nawab Secunder is

to change all that. The Sultan departs, and in due course the 
result of his visit is shown in the atrocious despatch which has 
been gent to the representatives of France and of England— 
hollow mockery, as if Sir Bulwer had not dictated the 
document, O yes, it reads fairly enough. The Sultan has 
perceived that a large canal is being cut through his 
property, and he declines to let that work proceed unless 
he shall receive sufficient guarantee that certain persons who 
consider the Mediterranean a French lake will not claim that 
canal as & French ditch, He does not even claim it as his own, 
but simply demands its neutralisation, He further observes 
that its projectors claim the banks on each side, and also 
sundry important stations, which may be intended only for 
mavigation works, but which could very easily be turned into 
something far more important, and something which, in a 
military point of view, would be invaluable. The Sultan cannot 
recognise this claim, And, finally, when his Majesty enjoyed 
that delightful view of the canal works, he was unable to see 
the special beauty of the system under which they were 
being carried out. It seemed to him that the vast army 
of labourers were by no means free-will workers, and that 
they would be much better employed in cultivating Egypt 
than in improving M. De Lessep’s prospects in the share- 
market. A Sultan who asks inconvenient questions is of 


| course not to be answered as people are answered in French 


newspapers, and he can get at the truth by a very summary 
process—shorter even than logic. His Majesty learns that the 
fellahs are forced to come, 20,000 strong, to make this canal, 
and that these figures represent only one third of the labour 
which is being withdrawn from the soil of Egypt to the sand 
of Suez. The Padishah, therefore, intimates that forced labour 
shall absolutely cease. He apprises those whom it may concern 
that, until these three conditions are assented to, the Suez Canal 
must stop. But he adds that, inasmuch as a good deal has 
been attempted, and as it was believed that this most improper 
and outrageous scheme would be permitted to be carried out, he 
will take the matter into his own hands, if the projectors like 
to receive repayment of the expenses already incurred, and 
then the canal will be executed, if at all, for the Government, 
and not for M. De Lesseps. 

The world will see nothing unfair in all this ; on the contrary, 
the demands of the Sultan will be thought tobe precisely those 
which a Sovereign should make, and his concluding proposal 
will seem to have been prompted by the spirit of justice. But 
we shall hear quite another story from the well-paid organs of 
M. De Lesseps. Palmerston has triumphed, And we expect, 
especially, that the final proposition will be hailed with a shout 
of scorn, The work is to be taken out of the hands of the 
French, of course ; and to whose hands will it be committed ? 
Why, to those of the English. It is true that they have dis- 
couraged the scheme, their Premier on political, and their 


engineers on scientific, grounds ; but all this will change with 
| the change of hands, Like the magic flute in Mozart's opera 


(where living music is wedded to dead words, 4 la Mezentius), 
the canal in one keeping produces evil, in another, good. The 
English will soon discover that if they can lay hold of it the 
difficulties will vanish; we shall hear no more of neutralisation, 
the canal will be the road to India, and once more perfidious 
Albion triumphs in the East. There! There is matter for fifty 
admirably sarcastic articles, and it will be the fault of the 
“ Black Man” if our French friends concern themselves with 
the elections.

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THE CIVIL WAR IN AMERICA, 
FEDERAL ATTACK ON THE HARBOUR DEFENCES OF CHARLESTON. 
(From our Specia! Correspondent.) 
Charleston, April 5. 

Ar length the long expected moment arrives. Nine Federal ironclads 
are seen off the Bar, accompanied by twenty-four wooden vessels of 
war, while others are coming up in the distance. A great number of 
transports having troops on board are in the mouth of the ‘‘Stono 
River, and 6000 Federal soldiers have been already landed on “Cole’s”” 
Island. Their object is to take the land defences of Charleston in the 
flank, while the fleet make an effort to force a passage past the forts. 
Should they succeed, the city of Charleston will lie at the merey of 
the North, and its cause, which has sustained somany disappointments 
and repulses, will receive a great encouragement. But I have 
every faith in the result of the coming encounter, for never 
at any time have the Confederates been more determined 
to do or die than they express themselves now. Every preparation 
has been made, every appliance pressed into service by General 
Ripley, the Brigadier commanding, to give the foe a warm reception ; 
and, surrounded as he is, apparently by obstacles that appear insur- 
mountable, his zeal and success seem perfectly wonderful. His head- 
quarters during the coming fight will be in Fort Sumter itself, and, 
as he expresses it, he will ‘fight it low down’ until not a brick nor 
stone is left for another to rest upon before he gives in. If the mail- 
clad monsters now in the offing are repulsed, it will be to General 
Ripley and the brave men under him that victory will be due. I send 
you now a eketch of sinking torpedoes by moonlight in the channels 
by which the enemy will probably advance to the attack.

Fort Sumter, Charleston Harbour, 
Morning of April 8. 

The anxiously-awaited attack took place yesterday afternoon, at 
three p.m. 1 immediately started for Fort Sumter, whence I intended 
to witness the fight. Upon my way, as I crossed the Battery pro- 
menade to the boat, a scene met my eye which demonstrated 
undoubtedly that the ladies of Charleston had no undue fear for the 
result of the attack, which, if successful, would place their homes at 
the mercy of an exasperated foe. I sketched the scene, and finished 
the drawing in the evening, while the garrison of Fort Sumter 
were repairing damages. The engagement, of which no doubt you 
have received full parti:ulars, lasted two hours and twenty-five 
minutes. There were eight turreted ironclads, including the boasted | 
double-turreted ‘Keokuk’ and an immense plated frigate known as | 
the Ironsides. All these marine monsters were armed with eleven and | 
fifteen inch guns. They were all struck by the forts repeatedly; and, | 
after maintaining the fight for the time I named, they steamed away, 
evidently much damaged. This morning we have ample evidence of | 
the fact. The Keokuk has sunk, while another of the Monitors has | 
been towed away south, disabled. Six ironclads only are left off Morris | 
Island, anchored out of range of our guns. With them is the Ironsides, | 
with all her pumpe a! work, proving plainly enough that she had been | 
hit below the water-line. Clothes clottei with blood have been picked | 
up that have floated from the Keokuk, and there can be little doubt | 
that she was pierced through and through, and that the loss of life | 
on board her has been severe. I will forward other sketches as oppor- 
tunity offers of the incidents of the fight, the thickest part of which 
I witnessed from this place. The Confederate logs does not amount to 
more than four men killed and aboutadozen wounded. There were a 
few casualties here, and we had two of our guns dismounted by the fire 
from the ships. The fight may be renewed at any moment if the Federals 
have the stomach for the attempt; but I think they have suffered 
too much to provoke another encounter. In my sketch of the Battery 
promenade during the fight, Castle Pinckney may be seen in the fore- 
ground to the left; then Battery Bee, Fort Moultrie, and Fort Beau- | 
regard, on Sullivan's Island. In the centre is Fort Sumter, with the 
Keokuk to the leit and the other turreted ironclads. Between Sumter 
and Cumming’s Point Batteries, on Morris Island, on the right, are 
other Monitors, and the Ironsides.

By the opening of the Exhibition of the Royal Academy we are 


reminded of the existence of a relic of considerable interest in con- 
nection with the history of the foundation. Such is the chair in 
which, ninety-five years since, Sir Joshua Reynolds tock his seat as the 
first President of the Royal Academy of] Arte, at their first place of 
meeting, in Pall-mall. It will be recollected that Reynolds reigned 
paramount at the Academy until the feud through Fuseli bein 
elected Academician over B i, in whose behalf the President 
been over zealous. Sir Joshua then quitted the chair deeply offended, 
and wrote a cold and courteous farewell. The Academy endeavoured 
to soothe him; and the King, through Sir William Chamien, conveyed 
the Royal wish that Sir Joshua would continue president. e 
relented, and resumed the chair, but only to resign it with more 
kindly feeling, after an occupation altogether of twenty-one years. He 
last appeared in the Academy on Dee. 10,1790. During his lecture a

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


THALLIUM,—An ingot of this new metal, weighing 5963 grains, 
discovered by Mr. W. Crookes (see the notice of his lecture in our Number for 
April 4 last, p. 387), was exhibited at the of the members of the Royal 
tution on Friday, the ist inst., by Mr. I. Lowthian Bell, now Mayor of 
Newcastle.

clock was rated with the poles of each magnet in reversed positions with respect 
to the other magnet, giving four sets of observations. Between each set, 
and again at the completion of the observations, the clock rate was determined 
with the pendulum magnet only in position. These determinations of the 
clock’s normal rate were very satisfactory as respects steadiness of rate; the 
changes produced by the action of the magnets on each other may therefore be 
considered exact. When the adjacent poles of the two magnets were similar, 
the effect of the repulsion retarded the clock; when the adjacent poles were 
unlike, the effects of the attraction accelerated the clock. As respects change 
of rate, it appeared for a given distance of magnets that, when the adjacent 
poles were similar, the clock was not retarded to the same extent to which it 
was accelerated when the poles were unlike. Tabies of the results of observa- 
tions are given, which will be studied by those who are interested in these 
remarkable phenomena.
